and one of rhe beſt Actors that euer ſept on'ſtape. 
;The ſum, vpſhor,and clozeof all,is chis:That,as many 
Mea as, that walkeon that Royall Exchange,and ſerme 
rich, doe often breake andare lay'd inByifon: Sb inthis 
World z whca we appeare neuer ſoftrong in Body, ne- 
ucro ſtirring in minde; yet, if health turnes Banque- 
r1pt once, and that the Sergeant with the Blacke Rod, 
( Sickneſfe ) Arreſts vs; ifeyther Caſualties, by Sea or 
Laad,if loſſcs,vexations;misfortunes or miſcrics,breake 
Our hearts, whether thenare we carried ! To our cuer. 
laſting Priſon the Grave. 

And fo, whenin this Magn#ficcnt Theater, we haue 
Ietred long on the 'Stage; And borne our Heads high, 
yet, our Parts being done, weare inforcedto put off,our 
gay borrowed garments, and wrapping our ſelues in 
poore winding-Shects, Haſten to our owne homes, and 
(ſtill) chat's the Graue. 

The Graue then, is the Rendez-vouz where we all 
meet; The Market-place where the Drum of Death 
beates, to haue vs come rogether: The Towne-Hall, 
where all our brablings arc ended: The Caſtle, te ap- 
peare at, which at the Allzes, the Body is bound ouer, 
and there it is Caſt: Inthe Feild of dead mens Sculs, 
and ficſhleſſe bones, muſt the great Army of all Man- 
kind muſter,on Mount Calwary, C u x 1 5 T loſt his life, 
And in Duſt and Aſhes muſt we leaue Ours. 

We need not read any Bookes ro proue this: Euery 
inan holds a Pen in his ho. to write a ſtory of it, 

To paſſe ouer the Volumcs of the Graue, ( fhlled by 
tAdamand his Children,) in the firſt World, An 
claſping-vp, thoſe likewiſe which haue beene cucr ſince, 
after the Deluge,an this ſecond World: Ler vs caſt our 
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Eyes onely at thar Blacke Ro, and that white Rod, 
which from time to time, haue firſt ſmitten, and then 
ſpzred; This Kingdome of Great Britaine. 

In the Raignes of William the Conqueronr, Rufus, and 
Hen : 1. ( his Brother, ) Death walked vp and downe 
this Land in ſtrange ſhapes : Men, Women, and Chil. 
dren, fell by the Peſtilence: So great were the numbers 
ef thoſe who dycd,thar the numbers of the Kuing could 
hardly bury them. Cattell were ſtricken in the Feild' 
Birds :drgp'd from the Ayre, Fiſhes, peri in hf 
Waters, Fening followed, Tillage went ro Rame, {6 
that the Earth, which wont to feed others, had in the 
end no meate for her ſelfe. 

' Then,for foure Kings together, little mention is made 
of any _— morrality of people by the Peſtilence, 
yer were there blazing Starres, Earthquakes , Srormes 
of Hayle, which kill'd Carrell, and bear downe Corne: 
with the Apparition of Spirits inthe Ayre, in the like- 
neſſe of w—_ vgly Fowle, flying with fire in theyr 
Beakes, and doing much miſchiefe ro Houſes. 

But preſently afterin the Raigne of Hem : 3.the King- 
dome in generall was torne in pieces, by two Dragons , 
( Dearth, or want of vials, and an exceeding great 
{weeping Plague. ) 

So, Edward the ſecond, faw the fall of his people, 
and the famiſhing of his Countrey by the two forc-na. 
med Tyrants. 29 

So, Edw. 3. in his long Raigneof ftteyecrcs, lamecn.- 
ecd rhe lofſe of his then warlike Nation,ſfo ſtruck downe 
lv a Peſtilent Contogion, that many who had he: 1 k i" 
the morning, lay intheir Graves :t night: Forty Bo- 
dies ar one tune,crowding in thoſe cold Beds rogerher , 
for w.nt of more and bcttcr room. Tl:1r- 
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Thirtecne years zfccr, Death _ his Cullors x 
gaine, anJ rhen in that diſmall Battell Henry Duke of 
Lancaſter, bis Dutcheſſe, and the Earle of Warwicke, fel] 
vnder the crucll Conquerours hands. 

Beſides in one yeare, ina plot of ground, beirg at that 
time.in Compaſſe, thirteene. Acres, (then called Spittle- 
Croft, or the Charter-houſe, founded by Gualrer Man- 
ny Knjght of the Garter, who there lycs Intoomb'd, » 
were buried = rant In __ who tooke 
vp their everlaſting ings in ot ces. In this 
year, the Blacke Rod ſmarred deeply : "The Sword of 

iujne Tuſtice had a ſharpe terrible edge., and where ir 

hir, ir ſtrucke home. 
\. Fewof the then following Kings, but had their Sub. 
jects ſnatched from them by theſe hot and ſpeeding ca- 
lamitics. We will now, (omitting all the reſt ) looke 
onely,at theſe. two great Plagues indeed, (freſh,roo freſh 
in our memories ) the firſt, beginning when Q. Elizabeth 
left vs, and that K.James,tooke vs to be his people : The 
ſecond, when K. 1«wes tooke his way to Heauen,and left 
both all his Kingdomes, and their mighty Nations, to 
his Royall Sonne, our moſt gracious Soueraigne King 
Charles, whoſe yeares the great Arithmetician of Hea- 
uen, multiply, and bleſſc the numbers, till they bee all 
Solden ones. Bur, Ict vs now draw our Arrowes, tothe 
Marke we ayme at ; Thoſe two laſt Viſttations, this 
Hydra-Sickneſſe with fo many Heads, The Plague ! 
Why carryes irthe Name of Plague « Plaga fignifies 
a ſtripe, and this Sicknefle, comes with a blow,or ſtripe, 
given by the hand of Gods Angell, when ( as he did to 
D4uid) he ſends him toftrikea people for their ſins.

ofnew Kings, there isa kind of State to be obſerucd,

\The Thunderer looking downe vpen this, wis loarh, 
to ſhoot his Arrowes feathered with Lightning,and hea- 
ded with Vengeance, vrterly ro confound the Miſ-doo- 
er. No ; Pitty ſtoodin his eyes, and Compaſſon 
lean'd ypon his Boſome. 'So that ſpying two Rods ly- 
ing before him, A White one, anda Blacke, the Blacke 
hethrew by, till he ſhould _=_ time(by compulſion) 
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ro-vſeir; Andthen, takingvp the white Rod, helay'd 
it gently, vpon the head oncly of one, who forthwith 
dycdof the Plaguc: Andthis was on the thirteenth of
